Peaceless Peace 


There can be no true peace, by those who are 
conducting war, while they are conducting war. This 
is the root failure of men’s efforts to bring peace on 
earth. While men are at war with God they cannot 
make any real or permanent peace among themselves. 
It is significant that keen-sighted newspaper writers, 
— not at all from the Christian standpoint but 
rather fr 
are setting forth this fact. A well-known financial 
writer said recently in one of the great metropolitan 
daily newspapers, commenting upon Lloyd George’s 
proposal for a ten-year truce throughout Europe: 
“How significant it is that a limit of. ten years is 
named, as if Europe were to take so much time to 
prepare itself for the next slaughter. That is the 
best that can be had probably, and the reception of 
the fifteen years’ limit on armament provided for by 
‘the: Washengton Conference indicates the opinion that 
these-precemeat devices are on the whole the Best, “in 
view of the depravity and undependability of the hu- 
man animal.” This unflattering comment on human 
nature is only another way of saying what- God’s 
Word has said of all men: 

There is none righteous, no, not oné;.. . 
Their throat is an open sepulchre; .. . 
The poison of asps is under their lips: . ... 
Their feet are swift to shed blood; 
Destruction and misery are in their ways; 
And the way of peace have they not known 

. (Rom, 3 : 10-17). 


Men who have not received Christ as Saviour can 
have no true peace with God nor with each other. 
While welcoming all that men may do in the way of 
temporary cessation of war, let us “remember Jesus 
Christ,” and continue to pray for the coming of the 


‘ Prince of Peace who alone can bring the peace that 


is real and enduring. 


Obscure Work 


for his text the verse from Haggai, “Go up 

into the mountain and cut wood.” A visitor, 
eager as Scotchmen generally are to know what a 
new preacher will say, determined to make -the best 
of it even though it was not just the full, rich kind 
of a text he reo have hoped for, and found enough 
before he got through to refresh and encourage him. 
The preacher was not speaking only on work, but 
very particularly on obscure work. All the world 
is all the time talking about work, and very edifying 
things they say about it too. And everybody is con- 
vinced that some one ought to do it. As a general 
subject it is very fruitful and enticing, and it is no 
less than a wonder what eloquence we are.all capable 
of when we get going upon it. The great paradox 
of it all is that with such general interest in it and 
so much agreement about its desirability and neces- 
sity there is still such a shortage in it. Everybody 
wishes everybody else to do it. There can be no 
doubt that the world all at work again is just what 
is most needed, and the vision of it is always a cheer- 
ing and alluring one, so much so that it is pleasant 
just to sit down and-look at it instead of going and 
doing some of it. 

We are pretty much agreed upon work in general, 
but this preacher touched the nerve of the matter 
when he chose not to speak about work, but about 
obscure work. For its obscurity is almost the hard- 
est thing about it. Not the actual lift and strain of

it, not the. fatigue of it, but the fact that there is 
such. an element of loneliness about it in so many 
cases. We cannot do it without its taking us apart 
for long periods, and we are very gregarious and 
love company and the support of appreciation while 
we do it and the stimulus of other people doing the 
same thing. 

When dreaming of the more that work might do 
for us and how much happier and healthier we should 
be for it, we are apt to forget that to do it means 
that we shall forego many very pleasant engagements, 
shut ourselves up in some office, some corner, or some 
desk where nobody may come all day long. And then 
the work does not look to be such a glowing thing. 
It is a very lonely thing. It bade fair when we 
dreamed about it to unite us all the more tightly and 
solidly with our fellow-men, to make a bond of union 
with them, to give us a push out into the big current, 
but when the door is shut and we get down to it all 
alone, we are apt to feel we are in a backwater and 
the main stream with all its cheer and excitement is 
rushing past and away from us. 

Our job looks very small when we are at last en- 
closed all alone with it. A thousand reflections which 
never came to us at all when we were thinking all 
the grand familiar things about work come to us 
now. We are not so sure we have not made a mis- 
take. And where is the cheer and inspiration of it? 
And what chance is there that it will amount to any- 
thing, or ever be noticed? A New York banker went 


om a mere observation of men and events, 
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into the ranks of a university to enlist young men 
for a great banking house, and laid before them the 
advantages of such enlistment and the close rélat 
which would exist between them and himself ana” 
other officers. And one of them said who enlisted, 
“We never saw him again.” The work did not seem 
to head up into anything personal. We take up work, 
normally, with the feeling that it will give us fellow- 
ship. Perhaps in the last analysis we hope for that 
as much as the wage of it. it seems to be 
just the thing which restrains and isolates us. Cer- 
tainly one will not understand work very well until 
he reckons with this element of inevitable obscurity 
in much of it, and comes to find beneath its seeming 
= a chance of even warmer and deeper fellow- 
ship, 

Matthew Arnold, without speaking of it directly, 
has let out first and last a good deal of what he 
felt about work. And among other things he has 
hinted at this loneliness of it. He has confessed to 
knowing perfectly well what it was to look over the 
wall from his appointed task to watch some other 
man’s work and dream of how much more interest- 
ing it would be if he could have it. When we re- 
member that the task’ which England provided for 
this pont was that of school-inspector we can realize 
that he may well have had times when he could gladly 
“throw up the position” and find every other office 
more interesting. So there is much autobiography 
in the brief phrase where he speaks of men bein 
Pompncs wey by the silence round them,” and also o 
the need of their being “undistracted by the sights 
they see.” We realize how sternly and courageously 
men have to hold themselves in and how sometimes 
it is just all they can do. But se | it is of the very 
essence of taking part in this world’s earnest work. 
We have to learn the terms on which alone good 
work is done, and by far the greater part of it is 
done in loneliness. 

Our Lord himself on the last great evening con- 
fessed that “he was sensitive to being alone.” Paul 
owned up to the same sensitiveness. Many of Jesus’ 
words that night “show. something of what he ts un- 
dergoing — temptation, ,inner solitude, and an intense 
craving to have them with him once again when he 
needs them more than ever.” It is not necessarily a 
weakness, unless we let it govern everything. It is 
probably one of the elements of richness in all great 
strong natures after they have dealt squarely with it 
and put it in its place. 
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There is an unsuspected selfishness in many of us 
which demands that every least effort we make and 
service we render shall be immediately followed by 
gratitude and recognition and results. And we do 
not want to continue in such a mean attitude when 
we think what splendid work is —— by so many 
all around us, with hardly any s reward 
back to them. There is a kind of deep disloyalty to 
our fellow-workers on all sides when we do this, and 
we feel cheaper when we find that we ourselves can 
only work under the stimulus and promise of imme- 
diate result and praise, Of one of the great scientists 
it was said that there was no man who was so little 
perturbed or wronged because so much of his labor 
seemingly went for nothing. When Chapman 
at last seal entered upon his great task of trans- 
lating the Iliad of Homer, he said modestly and 
cheerfully, “I begin to sce what a task I have set be- 
i myself, till 1 enter on it sure of nothing but my 

r.” ,

One of the prevailing vices and discouraging ten- 
encies of our time is this unwillingness to do work 
which is not showy and immediately rewarding. Op. 
portunity after opportunity, even when we sincerely 
wish to work, is turned aside lest it should not be 


- just the most pretartiae possible. As Shakespeare 


says, we are “thinking too precisely of the event.” 

ut some of the things which most need doing in 
this world are what may be called lonely things, with 
nobody to observe them or applaud them. They will 


not carry us toward the crowd, but away from it. 


Those people who had returned to Jerusalem to re- 
build it and to set up the temple again had begun to 
dread going up into the out of the way places to hew 
the wood for it. They liked to keep snug and warm 
together in their little colony. 

ut while obscure work is cold, and nearly always 
commences -with a chill, there is nothing which more 
warms the heart once we have really begun it. 
preliminary vacancy soon begins to glow with un- 
wonted fellowship. “I am not alone, but I and the 
Father that sent me.” And sometimes when we have 
braved the rigors of a solitary task and out of the 
way work for a sufficient season, we find it hard to 
leave it and are no longer imposed upon by the ap- 
pearance of things, which so often makes it seem as 
if all other tasks were better than our own. . We are 
all sure that there is work for us to do, but what 
most of us need to do is to make terms with the 
obscurity in which it is almost certain to involve us,

The following statement was made editorially by 
The Sunday School Times in the Open Letter dis- 
cussion of vegetarianism : 

God has enjoined mankind to eat animal food, 
Therefore strict vegetarianism, or total abstinence 
trom animal food as a matter of principle, is a break- 
ing of God’s law.” : 

These readers seem to haye overlooked the 
Times’ emphasis upon vegetarianism “as a matter of 
principle.” To refrain from the eating of meat as a 
matter of expediency is a different matter, and may 
be a simple duty, of which therefore God will ap- 
prove. ut many are teaching that it is wrong in 
principle to partake of animal food, and that vege- 
tarianism is the only way to live, the only plan wholly 
right in the sight of d and of men. This is a 
false teaching, which the Word of God condemns. 
It was this that was pointed out in the editorial re- 
ferred to, which showed, not only that God had or- 
dained animal food for the human race after the 
fiood, in Old Testament times, but also “in the New 
Testament the Holy Spirit specifically warns Chris- 
tians against those who ‘in later times . . . shall fall 
away from the faith . . . commanding to abstain from 
meats, which God created to be received with thanks- 
giving by them that believe and know the truth. For 
every creature of God is good, and nothing is to be 
rejected, if it be received with thanksgiving: for it 
is sanctified through the word of God and _ prayer” 
(1 Tim. 4:1-5). This establishes the principle of 
meat eating as enjoined in the Word of God. But it 


does not forbid, as these readers show, the refrain- 
ing from meat by any individual child of God who 
may believe that for certain reasons it is expedient 
that he should not eat meat.

Its bank 
clearances exceed those of the remainder of the 
nation, establishing New York unquestionably as the 
ial center of the world. New York’s elevated, 
surface, and subway traffic is twice that of the steam 
railroads of the United States. Columbia University, 
the in the world, is but one of the host of 
institutions of learning in metropolis and vicin- 
ity, making it the greatest student center on earth. 
Its social constituents are even more remarkable. 
New York has the greatest Hebrew population ever 
gathered at one point since the ancient Exodus — 
one-fourth being of that race. One in each nine is 
German. It is the largest Irish city in the world. It 
has more Italians than Rome. The Russians, Aus- 
trians, Hungarians, and people of other nationalities 
each constitute from four to eight percent of its 
population, or sufficient to form a city of impressive 
size of any one. More than capes, percens of this 
large population-are either foreign-born or the chil- 
dren of foreign-borr parents. Only eight percent of 
New York’s millions are Protestant Church members, 
and it is estimated that less than ten percent: of the 
huge Jewish population are identified. with the Syn- 
agogue. Practically all the cults of infidelity, anarchy, 
and radicalism with which the country has- been af- 
flicted in recent -years were born in the fetid atmos- 
phere of these crowded centers, and many of-the Bol- 
shevik leaders ‘who have brought down in ruins the 
structure of government.in Russia were transplanted 
from’ New York’s East Side. Year by year the dis- 
proportion between the Christian forces at work and 
the great mass of unevangelized increases, until the 
situation becomes not only the supreme evangelistic 
problem; but a moral, social; and political menace of 
the first magnitude. As expressed by the late Fm 


American Commonwealth,” “There has never been in 
the world a more extraordinary problem or a more 
urgent need and scope for combined effort in mission- 
ary activity.” 

oreover it is the center of national menace. From 
whence comes this flood of corrupt theatrical and 
moving picture shows? Where is the source of publi- 
cation and the present flood of light and debasing 
popular music? Whence the increasing stream of 
suggestive and harmful literature, of degrading art 
and illustration, and the creators of current fashions 
with their indecent extremes in dress? The cata- 
logue of evil forces is long, including organized crime, 
increasingly bold and insidious attacks upon the 
Lord’s Day, the defiance of prohibition, and the grow- 
ing arrogance and magnitude of the organized boot- 
legging traffic. These and other channels of organ- 
ized iniquity which are pouring out their poisonous 
stream upon the youth of the nation may be traced 
to corrupt interests which center in. New York. They 
are under the control mainly of men of foreign birth, 
who employ immense capital and business skill, ex- 
ert great political influence and for lust of gain set 
caemnereee to pollute the very springs of our national 
ife. 


The Cold Secularism of Social Reform 


This will all suggest the natural inquiry whether 
there are not many existing helpful agencies to ex- 
ercise a deterrent influence. hat of the public 
schools, social settlements, organized philanthropies, 
and movements for social reform? It is true these 
exist in great number and make their helpful con- 
tribution. Unfortunately, however, as we begin to 
appraise these agencies we are confronted with a 
cold secularism which leaves but little of the essence 
of moral and spiritual values. The churches also in 
their ordinary activities find it difficult.to touch, in 
any vital way, the great numbers of alien and indif- 
ferent peoples lying outside their membership. This 
situation which is impressively indicated by the facts 
presented at the beginning of this article is further 
emphasized by the decrease in number of churches 
in the crowded centers in recent years. Thus when 
all methods and agencies have been taken into ac- 
count there looms continually in the background that 
myriad host—that vast majority of unevangelized 
which constitutes at once the problem, the menace, 
and the spiritual opportunity of New York. 

To define and isolate a spiritual problem will gen- 
erally bring its solution within view, hence the fore- 
going picture of a great ployglot, materialized me- 
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tropolis will immediately suggest to the spiritual mind 

e one superlative and effective remedy. That rem- 
edy is the life-giving Gospel. Those who fail to 
recognize in the Christian dynamic the supreme factor 
in moral and spiritual progress will find it difficult 
to account on other grounds for the ebb and flow of 
spiritual forces in New York during the past gener- 
ation. -One outstanding, inescapable fact meets the 
inquirer everywhere: whatever evidence of vital 
progress and accomplishment remains is related di- 
rectly or indirectly to effort along evangelistic and 
kindred lines. ew York may well be character- 
ized as the outstanding demonstration of this funda- 
mental truth in, all Ghristendom. Social, institutional 
and humanitarian measures, in fact, every kind of 
uplift movement, has been tried out on a vast scale 
and in a greater variety of forms than ever attempted 
elsewhere, but with the inevitable failure which at- 
tends all effort to secure the “fruits” of Christianity 
without the “roots.” 

Conditions such as these led * Groep of laymen fif- 
teen years ago to organize the Natienal Bible Insti- 
tute, and its history during the intervening years 
may be termed a romance of modern Christian effort. 
Amid many discouraging conditions and retrograde 
movements it has kept the revival fires burning con- 
tinuously, and by the favoring hand of God has grown 
in strength and influence. 


A Center of Gospel Propaganda 


The first step in its strategy is a campai 
of daily outdoor evangelistic meetings conducted in 
the crowded centers of the city throughout the en- 
tire year. This great outdoor ministry reaches an 
audience annually equal to the population of Boston 
or St. Louis, at least eighty percent of whom are 
entirely otitside the influence of the churches. A 
second link in the chain of effort is a series of cen- 
trally located Gospel Halls where nightly Gospel 
services are carried on, also Bible schools, mothers’ 
meetings, and kindred activities. The third link in 
the movement embraces the educational and training 
side. A separate residence school affords a com- 
plete course of training for missionaries and other 
evangelistic workers, including an elementary course 
in medicine. This school has sent forth nearly four 
hundred missionaries in the course of its history, 
most of whom are to-day serving loyally in the for- 
eign field. An evening school for Christian workers, 
with several departments, affords a three-year course 
in Bible fundamentals, together with instruction in 
varied lines of Christian activity. These several 
schools have an aggregate attendance of more than 
five hundred. The extension work of the Institute 
forms still another link; thus through Bible confer- 
ences, extension Bible classes, special addresses, and 
the like, the influence of the movement is extended 
to surrounding towns and cities. Well organized 
branches which duplicate many of these activities 
are also maintained in Philadelphia, and New Haver, 
Conn. Another important line of effort is a Publica- 
tion Department, which issues the Bible To-day, the 

onthly publication of the Institute, also many help- 
ul books, tracts, and booklets of wide circulation. 

The National Bible Institute is at once a power- 
house,~a_recruiting station, and a center of con- 
tinuous Gospel propaganda and revival effort. Its 


methods may be distinguished from those of other : 


institutions or movements which carry on a special- 
ized work, by citing—barring the mechanical im- 
plication — the comparison of a factory performing 
a single step in the manufacturing process with one 
of the great industrial plants whose operations include 
every process from raw material to finished product. 
Many of those reached through the street meetings 
become identified at once with one of the Institute’s 
Gospel Halls. Here the quickening of desire for 
wider service not infrequently leads to attendance at 
one of the Institute’s schools, with the not infrequent 
result that the way is opened for a life of definite 
Christian service at home or abroad. And so the 
process goes on, A factor of great importance 
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in all the Institute’s ministry is the large proportion 
of voluntary service rendered. Earnest Christian 
workers from various evangelical bodies find many 
congenial lines of service, while busy pastors give 
cheerful assistance in the way of special lectures and 
addresses. In this way the service of an employed 
staff of moderate size is multiplied and a work of 


great effectiveness and world-wide scope carried on . 


within a budget no greater than that of our largest 
city churches. - 

enominational distinctions have no place in this 
effort and there is utmost liberty in matters of 
interpretation within. the bounds of loyalty and 
reverence. But in every phase of teaching the su- 
preme and final authority of the Word of God is rec- 
ognized. Both curriculum and activities are moulded 
by the great doctrinal truths which have formed the 
basis of evangelical testimony through the ages, and 
it may be said of Bible institutes generally that in 
no movement of equal extent is such complete doc- 
trinal accord and unswerving loyalty to the at Poca 
to be found. With the evidence of the disintegratin 
influence of loose doctrinal views in connection with 
many institutions of Christian education constantly in 
view, extraordinary care is exercised to maintain ab- 
solute integrity in this regard. The doctrinal state- 
ment of the National Bible Institute affirms in clear 
language such py ig essentials as the inspiration 
and authority of Scriptures, the virgin birth, deity, 
atoning sacrifice, physical resurrection, and personal 


, coming of Christ, and the great Scripture teachings 


concerning human destiny. This statement is the 
chart and compass of its activities. The declarations 
are incorporated in its constitution in terms which 
forbid revision or amendment, and only those who 
assent to these truths without reserve are eligible as 
directors and officers or are retained as evangelists or 
teachers. 

A great vision has come to the leaders in this many- 
sided ministry. It is the vision of a national center 
for evangelism. For a number of years the work of 
the Institute has been carried on with increasing diffi- 
culty owing to its scattered and wholly inadequate 
facilities.. These limitations have now reached such 
a point of embarrassment and obstfuction as to make 
early provision of larger facilities imperative. In 
this they are seeking the co-operation of Christians 
throughout the land. They are seeking the prayerful 
and sacrificial support of all who believe in the ade- 
quacy of the Gospel of Christ for this colossal need, 
who share the underlying conception of a work car- 
ried on in the power of the Spirit and for spiritual ends 
alone. .Those who would count it a privilege to be 
gareanstty represented in this unceasing campaign 

or souls, in what is without doubt the most strategic 
spiritual battleground on which sun and stars have 
ever shone. It is unnecessary to disparage in the 
slightest degree any other spirttual agency to establish 
the tremendous urgency of this need. Beyond the 
surpassing evangelistic opportunity of this modern 
Babylon, New York and adjacent territory also af- 
ford the greatest field for recruiting for Christian 
service. A dozen or more of the nation’s most popu- 
lous states, embracing one-half of the nation’s popu- 
lation, lie within the sphere of the work of this In- 
stitute, and while the initial project contemplates ac- 
commodations for but five hundred resident students, 
this number may easily be carried into thousands in 
‘view of the pressing need of trained Christian lead- 
‘ership and the growing number of consecrated young 
‘men and women who are: seeking the type of prepara- 
tion which such a school affords. 


‘ If There Were No Bible Institutes —? 


It is to be feared that there are few, even among 
those most red interested in. Christian work, who 
have grasped the enormous. significance of the con- 
tribution now being made by the Bible Institutes of 
America to the training of Christian leadership. This 
development is the most reassuring symptom in the 

‘entire sphere of Christian enterprise. While the 
scarcity of qualified workers is ominous and is still 
recognized by those best informed to be the most 
serious limitation retarding the advance of spiritual 
' effort, nevertheless it is perfectly clear that the chief 
hope in meeting this grave emergency lies in organ- 
izations such as the National Bible Institute. A few 
‘ figures will make this unmistakably clear. Out of 
150,000 churches in America it is estimated that more 
than 10,000 are to-day without pastors. The~num- 
ber of vacancies caused by death, retirement, and other 
causes, each year is also in the neighborhood of 10,000. 
In addition 1,500 new recruits are necessary to meet 
the normal requirements of the foreign missionary 
enterprise, not to mention the larger number re- 
‘ quired for missionary work on the home field. Against 
‘this annual demand for more than 12,000 preachers, 
‘ evangelists and other trained workers the theological 




























































































seminaries of America graduate less than 
dents, so that apart from the contributiorr of the Bible 
Institutes there would soon ensue an alarming scar- 
city of Christian workers and a widespread curtail- 
ment of spiritual enterprise of every sort. A 1 -qgnt 
investigation denominational affiliations of the 
students of one of the foremost Bible Institutes dis- 
closed. the fact that there were more students of one 
leading denomination than are being trained in the 
five recognized seminaries of that body. Few sem- 
inaries have an enrolment in excess of one hundred 
students, while several of the large Bible Institutes 
report an- attendance of from five hundred to two 


thousand. 
The nrgienet building for the National Bible In- 
stitute will be a plain fireproof structure of seven- 


teen stories, to be erected on prope recently ac- 

uired by the Institute at 330- est Fifty-fifth 
Street, one of the most accessible and largely fre- 
quented sections of the city. The building will pro- 
vide, in addition to dormitory accommodations for 
five hundred resident students, the necessary class 
rooms, auditorium, library, and the like. It will also 
have accommodations for the evening schools, Bible 
conferences, publication department, and general 
headquarters for the various evangelistic enterprises 
of the Institute. The cost of the initial structure, in- 
cluding land, will approximate ,000, and will re- 
quire one year to complete, : 

Among the cherished aims._of the Directors of the 
Institute is that of making this building a gatheri 
center for those interested in every form of vita 
Christian effort, not.only movements which center in 
New York, but those of national scope. In a true 
sense it will be the possession of Christians every- 
where who. have the evangelistic spirit. There will 
be special quarters for ministers, evangelists, Bible 
teachers, and other Christian workers temporarily 
in the city, and, to a limited extent, for friends who 
may seek congenial Christian surroundings while 
visiting New York. 

The very existence of such an evangelical center 


will be a powerful testimony, and its influence upon 
the life of New: York and the nation will be incal- 
culable. A dominating architectural feature in the 


heart of the city- life, it will emphasize the militant 
aspect of the work of the Institute. Again, it will 
rally and knit together the more or less scattered 
forces of evangelism and cause all who share this 
supreme calling to feel that there is a center where 
every wise effort along this line will have a hospitable 
welcome. ; 

This is a cause to be laid upon the hearts of all 
who pray, who love God’s Word, and who long to see 
amid these hostile forces the. vindication of the truths 
for which the Word stands. The firiancial policy of 
the National Bible Institute may be summed up in th 
phrase of the late Samuel Wilkinson, of the Mild- 
may Mission: “Pray to the Lord and tell his people.” 
Following this path, without endowment_or other 
assured income, through the generous gifts of God’s 
children throughout the land, the Institute has grown 
to its present strength and proportions. Such hal- 
lowed experience of the constant providing ‘of an 
Unseen Hand inspires strong faith in the early realiz- 
ation of the present great’ objective. It is a mighty 
summons to a prayerful, united, resolute advance 
against the center of the enemy’s line.

The Little Sermon | 








And Balaam answered and said unto the servants 
of Balak, If Balak would give me his house full of 
stlver and gold, I cannot go beyond the word of the 
Lord my God, to do less or more (Num, 22:18). 


PRALAAM was a pretty poor sort of man. He was 
the Demas of the Old Testament, with one hand 
stretched out toward God, and the other dug deep 
into the world. 

Nevertheless, there were some good things about 
Balaam. And among these there was one which was 
specially good and which made him -compare favor- 
ably with persons whose general character was far 
better than his. And this good thing was this: He 
could not and would not, for all the gold Balak might 
offer him, go beyond the word of the Lord. It was 
not that Balaam did not like the gold. It glittered 
before his eyes and fascinated him. »He would have 

iven almost his life for it, and was willing to sell 
is honor for it. But there was a point beyond which 
he would not proceed. God was God, and his word 
was true.and abiding. If he could keep that word im- 
violate - and. still. get Balak’s. treasure, he would do 
both. But if the aie had to be made, whatever the 
loss he would hold to the, word of the Lord, and 
would not speak less or more. And for this one 
virtue, Jehovah took up the man, gave him a special 
filling of the Spirit, and used him to give yoice to. the 
most wonderful prophecy concerning Israel which 
is to be found in all the Scriptures, 
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It is evident that God thinks much of his Word. 
And it is also evident that’ he thinks much of the 
man who thinks as He does about it, Yeu soy. dave 
many vices, dear man of God, and few vi . But 
if, pou have not the vice of playing fast and loose 
with the Scriptures, and have, at the one vir- 
tue 6f holding it in all its integrity and f God 
will stand by you and he is likely to make use of you. 
It is not that he will like i 
different about the fewness of your virtues. It is this 
rather, that the written Word is the expression of 
the incarnate Word, and the man who honors the 
One ao 43 the other will be honored by him. It is 
no small t ing, then, to be orthodox in thought and 
expressior.. ,- Indeed, it is better to be orthodox and 
loveless than to be lovable and unorthodox. It is 
best, of course, to be both lovable and orthodox. But 
if the choice between the two, at any time, has to be 
made, let orthodoxy stand. Balaam, any day, is to 
be preferred to an Alexander the coppersmith. Ba- 
laam, manward was false, but Godward was true; 
while Alexander, manward, was very likely true, but 
Godward he was as false as hell. So dear man of 
God, whatever the cost, hold to the Word. At the 
same time, be not loveless but lovable, and to this 
end, as you hold the Word, let the Word hold you.

At KESWICK Colony of Mercy, Keswick, N. J.

Early this year Mr. Addison Raws received a let- 
ter from a man who found Christ at Keswick only 
last June. The letter is so remarkable as a radiant, 
bubbling-over, Spirit-given testimony to the sufficiency 
of the Lord Jesus Christ that it is, in part, shared 
— with The Sunday School Times family, as fol- 
OWS: 


“ _.. I wish I was there to help with the ice house 
and the harvesting of the ice. This weather must 
be making ice fast. I would enjoy getting out into 
the woods and wrestling those logs around, too. I 
know it is a tough job, if you look at it that way — 
but I know I would enjoy it. I always have liked 
hard physical work, but I could never make enough 
money at it, 

“In the old evil days I have more than once thrown 
a good office position with its responsibilities, its good 
pay, short hours, soft hands, etc., away over my 
shoulder, cursing my employers, laughing at them; 
and have gone out and taken a job at hard, tough 
labor. I have handled steel and iron, concrete work, 
shipbuilding, worked as a wharf builder, and driven 
piles on both water and land, bossed a ‘bull-gang’ 
on a big construction job, operated a punch press, 
lathe, shaper, miiling machine, drill presses; been 
foreman of a machine shop where I started in as a 
laborer ; done hatchet and saw carpenter work; shov- 
eled dirt, grading; shoveled coal ;— any old thing, so 
I could. quit when I wanted to, get drunk when I 
wanted to, swear all I wanted, and just generally 
let my rotten, vile SELF predominate. 

“I would come to my senses at times, get a decent 
job—a white collar job—as a book-keeper, payroll 
man, cost keeper, or accountant. Start at any salary 
at all — nothing too small, and then fairly fly up the 
line, by my concentration, hard work and -given 
ability. I don’t see how I have crowded so much 
into ne short thirty-seven years. God has an awful 
lot to forgive me. 

Haye I squandered some of them so that I can never 
e them back? He only knows. The way I squan- 
ered my opportunities, my life, from all the years 
since boyhood up until seven months ago, one might 
think I had an eternity to live here on this earth. 
I have had more good. jobs;. a: grimy profitable 
positions in my short span of life than any three 
men of my acquaintance.- And what have I done 
with them? Thrown them away, and a part of my 
self with them. I just had to get all the way down 
and out — helpless — acknowledging defeat, final, per- 
manent defeat of SELF before God could help me. 
“Oh, how glad I am that it is. all over —that I

"— even the words have a musical, 
easant sound. ... And that it happened at Keswick. 
couldn’t love it any more if it been the place 
of my birth, my physical birth. It was on June 
1921 — just seven months ago to-day that God: took 
me for his own. It sounds trite to say that they , 
have been the happiest months of my life. Better 
say they have been the only months I have ever really 
lived. June first His hand reached into the dirty . 
drinking hole I was in in the slums of Philadelphia | 
and took me out; June second I went to Keswick; 
June third the miracle happened, Self was banished, 
and his Holy Spirit flowed into. my body, mind, and 
soul. Every day since, I have learned to love Him 


more, 

“Addison, I wish I could get this across to some 
of my friends at Keswick, some of them who need 
it: since that memorable day, seven months ago, [ 
have never had the slightest desire for drink. 1 did 
not definitely ask Him to take this away, but in His 
infinite mercy He did it. It is gone. 

“Addison; my heart and my very life are so filled 
with thankfulness to Him for what he has done for 
me, what He is mow doing, and what I know He will 
pg long as He is in full possession of my faculties, 

t I can’t a to express even a small part of it. 
And to think I was blind so long—so long. I had 
eyes to see but I would not perceive; ears to hear 
but I would not understand. I was so bullheaded, - 
mulish — call it what you will — ‘egotistical’ expresses 
it, I guess, that time after time rt would fall down, 
down, down, pick-myself up, get going again, make 
money, be well-dressed, cock-sure, self-satisfied 
then down I would go again. Always trusting in 
self; priding myself on the fact that I had never 
lost my ‘nerve’ or my self-respect. And always — 
time after time — falling again, each time lower, just 
because SELF. was god to me. 

“Can you wonder, Addison, how my whole being 
cries out to Him with gratitude for taking this whole 
rotten attitude away from me; for killing SELF and 
putting CHRIST. on the throne ‘in. my Jife? It is 
marvelous. To me, none of the miracles we: read ‘of 
are so great and wonderful as the miracle He per- 
formed on. me — when I asked Him to and submitted 
my all to Him.

' “The Summer Bible School” says, “I am 
deeply interested in your Bible school. “It is 


a great idea, and will grow because it is needed. 
Faith will increase with a knowledge of the Word of 
God, and that your school supplies.” ; 

The Bible is fundamental in the building of Chris- 
tian life. The Bible unknown is of no value. = 
said, “Search the Scriptures.” All Scripture leads 
to Christ, whether of the Old or the New Testament. 
The Old Testament prepares the way for his com- 
ing, the New Testament reveals him in al! his sav- 
ing power as “the énly begotten of the Father, full 
of grace and truth.” 

he Bible school curriculum correlates the whole 
Scripture to Him. The course is fascinating to all 
ages from infancy to maturity because through light 
and shadow, in liatey and geography, in doctrine 
and devotion, Christ is always revea mf Is not this 
then the real plan for the productive study of the 
Word of God? 

The summer Bible school idea is eleven years old. 
The inspiration of its origin is to be found in the 
fatal defectiveness of church work as ordinarily 
carried on. The vast numbers annually dropped from 
the rolls of ali denominations reveal the. superficial 
character: of Christian work as at present conducted. 

Men fail in business because of lack of -qualifica- 
tion; failure is made of the Christian life because of 
ignorance of the Word of God. When young people 
are found who do not know whether Elijah is the 
name of a man or of a book or of a place, when col- 
lege students have no definite idea of Calvary, of 
Easter, and of the Christian doctrine of the Resur- 
rection, when the teachers of our youth think that 
the Sermon on the Mount was written by Shakespeare 
or Browning or Longfellow, when preachers in prom- 
inent pulpits are not sure of the Virgin Birth, it isn’t 
any wonder that they may become superficial con- 
fessors of Christ, and speedily revert to the world. 
But the church alone is responsible. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the church to tegch the Bible to its 
children and youth. 

To do this there must be a time, there must be a 
method, and there must be concentration on the part 
of the ministers and others who are responsible. The 
available time for consecutive effort is found only 
during the summer vacation. 

The summer Bible school calis for five weeks, five 
days a week, three hours a day, and begins its ses- 
sions the: first Monday after the close of public 
school. All ages from three years old up, arranged 
in classes according to age and taught by public school 
teachers who a¥e- Christians, using a strictly Bible 
curriculum, constitute a summer Bible school, 

Even to begin a school it is necessary to have a 
sufficient number of teachers, so that the disparity 
in age will not be too great in a class. When a 
school is fully developed there should be a teacher 
for every year, that is, six-year-old pupils should be 
separate and have their own teacher, likewise seven- 
year-old, and so on. : 

The pupils are promoted from year to year as in 
public school. The course of study synchronizes with 
that of the public schools. In other words it is a 
twelve-year course, and at the conclusion of the course 
diplomas are granted to those who have done the 
work acceptably. 

“The Way of Life,” a little book prepared by the 
originator of the school, is used- as a leader through- 
out the course. This small volume presents in a 
brief consecutive manner the moré important proph- 
ecies of the Old Testament concerning the coming 
Saviour and certain of the principal facts of his life 
and work as recorded. in the New Testament, to- 
gether with the most vital features of the Christian 
life and belief. 

The memorizing of the Word of God occupies a 
prominent place in the course of study, thirty-two 
doctrinal and devotional chapters being used in: that

acters of the Old Testament Scripture, the principal 
characters of the New Testament Scripture, and of 
the Church as recorded in the Book of Acts, consti- 
tute one line of study. The geography of Bible lands 
is also carefully studied. In general the thought is 
one-third of the time for memory work, one-third 
for ogg and one-third for geography. 

The Bible school takes its cue from John 3: 16. 
God loved, Jesus loved, love is the great principle of 


the plan of salvation, and love is the great principle - 


of the Bible school and its work. With this principle 
running alj the way through, the work loses its me- 
chanical character and becomes in the truest_ sense 
spiritual. ‘ 

Teachers and pupils alike come to realize the su- 
preme importance of Scripture study. It takes sec- 
ond place to none. Interest and efficiency grow apace. 

This is not theory but fact. Ten years of increas- 
ingly successful demonstration prove the effective- 
ness of the plan. This method of effort which by the 
grace of God was begun in the Third Presbyterian 

hurch, of Chester, Pa., last June.ten years ago, has 
weougnt wonders for youths, adults, for the church, 
and for the community. 

On that first Monday morning now nearly eleven 


-years ago between 150 and 200 children and_ adults 


assembled in the lecture room, of the Third Church, 
with five teachers to instruct. them and the. pastor 
to superintend. In less than three days’ time an ef- 
fective school was at work, a sixth teacher employed 
at the beginning of the next week. 

The discipline, the methods of study, and all that 
goes along with these things were those of the up-to- 
date public school. Care had been taken to secure 
first-class Christian public school teachers. The slip- 
shod, lackadaisical methods which so often prevail in 
Sunday-school were utterly discarded. The strict] 
up-to-date, begin-on-time, and wet-dalnn-ai-aeal-warls 
methods of ‘the public school took their place. 

The result was apparent immediately. Practically 
every pupil was enthusiastic, and so was every teacher. 
From every angle the importance of the work was 
impressed upon all. To them Jesus became a living 
person, the Bible became’ a living Book, and the 
most interesting of all books. 

Of course the teachers are paid. No handcraft was 
used except map drawing. An average attendance of 
163 was realized. 

A closing exercise was given the evening of the 
last school day, each teacher was assigned ten min- 
utes to show the public something of what her class 
had accomplished. Parents and visitors were de- 
lighted ; more than that, they were amazed, for they 
discovered that even the little tots had learned more 
of the Bible in five weeks than they themselves 
knew. 

An attendance of eighty-six percent was realized, a 
little better than that attained by the public schools 
of Chester that year. Every year from that time has 
witnessed an increase in enrolment and average at- 
tendance. The school of 1921 showed an enrolment 
of 452, an average attendance of 424 plus a night class 
of 16. The first school had six teachers; for several 
years past twelve have been necessary. 

The first year $368.84 was contributed and ex- 
pended. The money was secured largely by solicitar 
tion. The tenth year $1,289 was voluntarily contrib- 
uted for the carrying on of the work. 

In the meantime four other similar schools have 
been - developed in Chester, and all told during 
the past year about forty schools. of such type 
in different cities have been reported, with between 
4,000 and 5,000 pupils enrolled, 230 teachers bein 
employed, and something over $10.000 being expended, 
with an average attendance of 3,288. 

Certain facts well worthy of consideration were 
brought out in the study of the statistics of the Third 
Church for its jubilee services the last week of March, 
1922, 'as bearing upon the effects of the Bible school. 

e growth of the church in membership was much 
more rapid in the ten years of Bible school than in 
any other ten years. he number of pérsons added 
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on confession was more than fifty percent larger than - 
during any other ten years. The number of those re- 
ceived by letter was more than double those of ariy 
other ten years. 
_ The benevolences of the church were about $20,000 
greater during that period than during the entire forty 
years preceding. money contributed toward con- | 
progationsl expenses was considerably more than one- 
of all that had been contributed during the pre- 


cogue forty years. hy" 
development of the spiritual life of the church 
has been quite as marked as that of the financial. 

We believe that the study of the Bible after this 
method by the church is the antidote for the “isms” 
of the day, Russellism, Eddyism, New k eergy ut and 
the like. We believe it will be an efficient bulwark 
against the demoralizing amusements of the age, the 
ening picture show, the wanton dance, and all 
that. 


_By making Christ real and the Bible real it will 
give to Christianity a new status and will win again 
or it the place it has been losing. 

It takes some work, but it is a ‘work that pays. It 
yields the largest dividends of any line of effort on 
the part of the church. It makes evangelism worth 
while, it builds up the Kingdom, it glorifies God, it 
fills the pews, it rejoices the heart of the pastor, the 
hearts of all church-members and of all parents. Try 
it and be convinced.

Church history is full of epee just as thrilling 
as this one in the history of apostatizing Judah, 
which tell of momentous results from “finding” the 
Bible, literally, or spiritually, or both at once (com- 
pare Mrs. Bryner’s Introduction; the explanation of 
the Little Jetts; Mr. Ridgway, 1). 

After two years in the University of Erfurt, Mar- 
tin Luther was rummaging the dusty shelves of a 
dark room. He discovered a Latin Bible. “He is 
filled with astonishment at finding more in this vol- 
ume than those fragments of the Gospels and Epis- 
tles” which were read every Sunday in the churches. 
“Till then he had thought they were the whole Word 
of God.” The first page that arrested his attention 
told the story of Hannah and the young Samuel! 
“The Reformation lay in that Bible,” says D’Aubigne. 

Tischendorf’s discovery of the Sinaitic MS., as the 
monks in an Arabian monastery were about to burn 
it, is a beautiful instance of God’s providence in the 
preservation. of his Book. That discovery enabled 
great master-scholars of “the text,” like Tischendorf 
himself, Tregelles, Alford, Westcott and Hort, and 
others, to help perfect the Word of God as we have 
it‘in the various copies of the Scriptures that have 
remained after the loss of the original manuscripts.

Let us be quite sure that dust on the Bible in our 
home does not testify that we need to “discover” it 
(Mr. Howard; Round-Table, -1). 

Are Bibles so plentiful to-day that we are satiated 
with them? Have we any right to a complacent as- 
surance that it wii always be so? At a recent Coun- 
cil meeting of the Belgian Gospel Mission, Mr. Ralph 
C. Norton, one of its Directors, said that while he 
could not of course be dogmatic, he nevertheless had 
a fear that the time might come when we would see 
in our day a literal fulfilment of Amos 8: 11, “Behol 
the days come, saith the Lord Jehovah, that I wil 
send a famine in the land, not a famine of bread, nor 
a thirst for water, but of hearing the words of Je- 
hovah.” It may seem a strange thing to say in a day 
when more Bibies sie being printed and circulated 
than ever before in the history of the world, but 
changes come very quickly nowadays, and Mr. Nor- 
ton said he wanted to be on the sate side and put 
in a large stock of Scriptures, especially as they can 
be printed very cheaply now on German presses.

This Week’s Teaching Principle

HE law may work to our disadvantage sotne- 
times, and in the present lesson it may do so at 
the outset, for neither we nor our pupils are likely 
to know much of what it means to be without literal 
access to the Word of God, or to live in a land where 
its influence is practically obliterated. There are few 
homes from which our Sunday-school scholars come 
where there is not at least oné copy of the Bible, 
even though it is claimed that there are eight or ten 
million homes in the United States without a Bible. 
Even to appreciate the possibility of such a complete 
loss of the law as the lesson depicts we must imagine 
a condition very different from our own both as to 
the number of copies of the Book and its security. 
Those who had to hide it in the Middle Ages could 
have appreciated this condition better.. Then too our 
rulers have not been either idolaters, despising the 
law of God, or like Josiah ignorant of its content. 
However, it is to be noted that the widespread cir- 
culation of the law of God is a different thing from 
knowledge of that law, and the Word of God. may 
be as effectually lost under the caré@s of this world 
and the deceitfulness of riches as if it were buried 
ia the earth. It may be lost also through a biased 
reading. The king was impressed with the threatened 
wrath of Jehovah because of failure to keep his law. 
There is not a little preaching of to-day that leaves 
the hearer in the state of ignorance which the king 
deplored, because it stresses the love of God, and 
fails to impart the fact that it is the love of a holy 
God who must by his own nature be just. Let us show 
how we may correct our loss of the Book, and how 
we may show allegiance to it and thus prepare our- 
Sve the better to enter into the atmosphere of the 
lesson.

L. The Lessen’s Main Message 


IXTY years elapsed between Hezekiah and Josiah 
with two kings, Manasseh and Amon. Josiah 
was the oon king of Judah. He tried to 

turn the tide in right direction, but it was too 
late, the stream was too near the « of the preci- 
pice to be diverted. Josiah was eight when he suc- 

his father; .sixteen when he began to seek 
God (v. 3), and twenty when he began to purge Jeru- 
salem of idolat ora. 3-7). Then at twenty-six he 
commenced to deal similarly with the Temple (vs. 
8-13), and this led to the story of our lesson, which 
occurred about 621 B. C. (1) “ 

The Law Discovered yp 14-18). During the sixty 
years’ neglect, the Temple copy of the law kehot there 
for authoritative use ~had been lost. and forgotten, 
but Hilkiah and Shaphan quickly and clearly recog- 
nized what it was when found. Whether our Penta- 
teuch or Deuteronomy only was found is not certain; 
most students think it was the latter, but it contained 
“the law,” and Shaphan quickly reports the discovery 
to the king and reads it to him (Lev. 26:14; Deut. 
28: 15). (2) 

The Law Working (vs. 19-21). The effect on 


‘Josiah was bitter grief and repentance. God was 


speaking and man was listening and feeling. But 
action was essential, and feelings’ were not enough 
and so help was sought. They were conscious of 
ilt and were afraid that God. would punish them 
or the disobedience of the past two reigns. It is 
very striking that they at once recognized without 
any question the Divine authority of the book. (3) 


The Law Confirmed (vs. 22-28). Josiah sent to 
Huldah the prophetess, the only woman except Miriam 
and Deborah recorded in the Old Testament as endowed 
with prophetic gifts. At first she denounces (2 Kings 
22: 15-17), and speaks of God’s wrath as the king 
had done, using the words of Leviticus 26:28. Then 
she sends a message to the king and tells him that the 
evil shall not come in his days. Thus she (1) warns 
{vs 2 25), (2) comforts (v. 27), and (3) prophesies

The Law Obeyed _ 29-33). . Then the king read 
the book to the people and renewed the covenant be- 
sides making further reforms (v. 33). N. B.—The 
next chapter tells of a far more sweeping reform than 
even that of Hezekiah (35: 1-19). (4)

OSIAH is perhaps the most blameless of all the 
kings of Judah. Darkness fell on the later months 

. of his reign, and his sun went down while it was 
yet day. Probably he had not the native strength 

of other Judean sovereigns, nor their skill in the 
management of affairs. But-his-heart was God’s with- 
out: any provisos or abatements. “Constantly his 
‘soul pointed to its pole, Even as the needle points and 
knows not why.” And we shall be happy if we_.re- 


_ semble him. 
From one quickened life the sacred fire spreads” 


outward: is not this true? 

Josiah’s religion, in its earliest manifestations, was 
intensely personal. Idolatry was all around him, and 
he was only a boy. But he seems to have had a good 
mother, and there were saintly men. and women, who, 
in that degenerate Jerusalem, had not defiled their 

arments — Hilkiah the priest, Shaphan the scribe, 

uldah the prophetess, and others like them; they 
allured the young prince to brightef worlds and 
showed the way. Sie began to seek after the God of 
David, his father. The seeking ended soon in find- 
ing, as all such earnest seeking.does. And then, hav- 
ing first given himself to the Yoed. Josiah was ready 
to purge his country from its pollutions, and to re- 
establish in its purity the worship of Jehovah. There 
was no more zealous reformer than he. (1) 

“I was struck by the importartce of a single mind 
receiving an evangelical impression,” Andrew Fuller 
wrote, after a visit paid to Thomas Chalmers in his 
Fifeshire parish of Kilmany. Chalmers had but 
lately passed himself through the great change, and 
was eager now not only for the conversion of his 
neighbors but for the evangelizing of the whole land 
and of the wide world. It is the one right order. 
Let the individual heart be turned to God in Christ; 
let the single mind receive the- evangelical impres- 
sion; and who will predict how far the glowing and 
contagious flame may travel in kindling, vivifying, 
transforming power? (2) . 


The Book may be forgotten, but it cannot die: this, 
also, is true. 

The king’s servants were busy cleansing and re- 
pairing the neglected Temple; and one day, as they 
removed the accumulated rubbish, they came upon a 
roll of parchment. It .was that copy of the Law 
which, as we read in Deuteronomy, was to be kept 
“in the side of the Ark of the Covenant.” Through 
the troubles of Manasseh's reign and Amon’s the 
parchment had been lost. Men were unmindful of 
its existence. They had ceased to be influenced by 
its contents. But now, unexpectedly and dramatically, 
it had its resurrection. Hilkiah told Shaphan of the 
discovery, and Shaphan read the Book before the 
king. It was a reyelation to Josiah. Something he 
knew, and knew to good purpose, of God’s mind and 
will, but not the full record. It amazed giim. It 
pierced him to the quick. It melted him to contri- 
tion and tears. (3 

Strange and without parallel is the vitality of God's

Book, When it appears to be buried in the grave of 
oblivion, there comes to it, as to its Lord, a third 
day. when it rises ) apie. Wyclif and his Lollards 

ve it back to ieval England. Erasmus and 

uther and Tindale restore it to the Europe of the 
Reformation era. It is Jonathan Edwards’ conquer- 
ing sword, and John Wesley’s, and George White- 
field’s, in the Revival of the eighteenth century. The 
eternal years of God belong to it. And has not the 
time arrived for a fresh discovery of the Bible? Let 
its truth, which humbles to the dust and then heals 
and saves, be published in simplicity and in fulness; 
let the Spirit, who inspired it at the first, utter his 
message through it in divine efficacy; and the old 
Book will prove itself young and new, living and ac- 
tive. There is none like it. (4) 


Righteousness as well as love is the mark of a 
perfect God: that, too is true. 

The severity of the Law’s judgments, its curse on 
disobedience and on idolatry, the threatenings it pro- 
nounced against sins which were common in his time 
— these things filled Josiah with —— and fear 
for the future of his a He sent to Huldah the 
prophetess, to ask whether this was indeed an ac- 
curate portrait of the God with whom Judah and he 
had to do. Yes, Huldah replied, the portrait was 
God's indisputable likeness; and she foretold the 
Babylonian captivity which should chastise the sins 
of Judah, but for Josiah himself, because his heart 
was tender, she predicted alleviation and escape: 
Thou shalt be gathered to thy grave in peace. 

We have almost deleted the sterner aspects from 
our conception of the character of God. In theology, 
in preaching, in literature, in the rose-colored dream- 
ings of our imagination, he has become _. pliable, 
good-natured, tolerant of sin, and averse from the 
infliction of punishment. But such a God, molluscous 
and invertebrate, would be a source of infinite harm. 
Under his too easy scepter the “things of night and 
things of shame” would flourish at will. It is 
his very love which makes him inflexibly hostile to 
evil. e is too compassionate and too gracious not 
to assail wickedness with the breath of his mouth, 
until it is vanquished and slain, and that which is 
holy as he himself is holy survives and is supreme.

is tair.

Costly Books.—Hilkiah ... said ...I have found 
the book of the law in the house of Jehovah (v. 15). 
Just to find a book — or to find just a book —is not 
a discovery to get very excited about, is it? Now if 
it was the discovery of oil in the old farm meadows 
or of minerals in the old farm hills that would be 
something to jump around and sing about. “Oh, Lon- 
don bridge is falling down, falling down!” oh, boy!! 
And yet when you calmly sit down and consider the 
matter, the book Hilkiah dug up means infinitely more 
to a nation than anything that can be pumped or du 
from its soil. Riches without religion is like foo 
without fire: Men are made raw and beastly. The 
other day at a book sale a collector paid $60,000 for a 
single small volume. Other men pay extravagant 
prices for rare books. “Bibliophools,”I believe they 
are called. Sixty thousand dollars invested in good 
bonds would insure an income of about $3,000 per 
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year, or $10 for every working-day. How 
many of you fellows could manage to 
gct along on that? Suppose now that 
all the Bibles should disappear but one 
er two, what would these bring at an 
guction of the bibliophiles? An “oyster” 
Bible was sold a few years ago and the 
price soared into the thousands. The 
word austere was misprinted “oyster” 
. (Luke 19:21), We have our Bibles so 
plentiful and so cheap that it is as im- 
possible to imagine our getting alo 
without Bibles as without air, water, an 
sunshine. But God shows his love to 
us no more certainly than in giving us 
60 copiously his open Word with which 
to refresh our souls, (1) 


Psalm 21.—When the king had heard 
the words of the law ... he rent his 
clothes -(v. 19). He was a real man, 
this: king of ours, and his emotion upon 
hearing what God had to say was over- 
whelming. Even those of us who are 
familiar with the old Book are often 
thrilled and stirred by its wonderful pas- 
sages.

Back yon- 
der! if we had taken that course of action 
we had about determined upon, where 
should you and I be to-day? Surely not 
interested in the things of God. In jail, 
or iyagabonds, or dead in dishonored 
graves. Is it not so? But God “pre- 
vented” you. And that is not all of it, 
read on. He crowned you with pure 
gol, so you can stand on your front 
»0rch and cheerfully .contemplate your 
broad aeres, or sit in’ the little cell at 
the: bank and complacently clip coupons, 
or Jie back in the swivel chair and listen 
to the merry rattle of the factory. And 
all this because, as the Psalmist who had 
gone through the mill himself and speaks 
advisedly says, God “prevented” you and 
crowned you, not with bay leaves and 
roses, but with “pure gold.” Down on 
your knees, old man, and pour out your 
an to him, just as the old Book tells 
you to. Then some day there will be 
no rending of clothes with you.

Lots of 
folks read the Word of God without 
discovering it. Many a fellow has had 
a father and a mother and has never 
discovered either until God has called 
them Home. I was just now wondering 
if you have yet discovered that little 
wife of yours. Do you know that while 
she so drastically prunes you to-day 
(“When will you ever dearn to hang up 
your clothes in the closet!”) to-morrow 
she will watch over you day and night 
and wear herself out for you until the 
fever breaks or you break?

to do. .Hilkiah the priest was one of 
these. : 

Josiah wanted to be a food m4 He 
knew God’s commands: Thou shalt have 
no other gods before me; Thou shalt 
not make unto thee any graven image, 
to bow: down to worship it. Josiah saw 
many idols ‘on the hills and in groves 
of trees. When he was a young man 
he cut down the groves, broke down the 
idols, and made dust of them, which he 
scattered over the ground. 

Afterwards King Josiah decided that 
God’s temple needed to be cleaned and 
repaired, so the people brought money, 
which’ was given to Hilkiah to be used 
for the temple. Stones and lumber were 
bought, and the workmen were paid. 
The men worked well. . 

Then one day as they cleared out the 
rubbish Hilkiah had a surprise. He 
found a book of God’s law —a part of 


| the Bible—which had been hidden some- 


where in the temple. Hilkiah carried 
the book to Shaphan; the king’s secre- 
tary, who could read it. Hilkiah said 
I have found this book in the house o 
the ‘Lord. * 
Shaphan went to King Josiah and said, 
The work in the temple is finished, and 
the workmen have been paid. Hilkiah 





the. yee found a book in the temple 
which I have brought with me. 

King Josiah wanted to hear it right 
away, so Shaphan read part of it. When 
the king heard the words of the book 
he was greatly troubled, for it told 
what would happen to the people who 
disobeyed God’s commands and neglected 
the temple worship. 

King Josiah summoned five helpers and 
sent them to ask Huldah the prophetess 
whether the words of the book were 
true. Huldah lived in Jerusalem, where 
God’s temple was, so it did not take the 
men long to go. ; 

Huldah said, The things which are 
written in the book will come true. 
There will be great troubles, but they 
will not come to pass while Josiah is 
king, because he has tried to do right. 

hen the messengers brought back 
their report, King Josiah sent for the 
elders and the people to meet in the 
empl to hear the reading of God's 
ord. 


After the Story—At that time very 
few people could read, and books were 
precious. There were only a few copies 
of God’s laws. Nowadays even children 
can read, and we have many books and 
magazines in every home. Every fam- 
ily may have a Bible. Can you find the 
Bible in your home? Does somebody 
read it to you often? How many of 
you own a Bible or Testament? ave 
you tried to read some of it yourself? 

Can children be as smart as squirrels 
and other little animals? Have you 
watched them pick up nuts or acorns? 
After they have eaten enough, what do 
they do with the others? Can they re- 
member where they hide them away, and 
can they find them when they need them 
for food? 

Children may put away some of God’s 
words in such a safe place that they 
will never be lost. Each Sunday we try 
to learn some of these words by heart. 
If we learn them well we can find them 
when we need them again. We call them 
our Memory Verses. This is our verse

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The Chevalier Richard's 
Mishap

| yee oy was vulnerable only in his 
heel, but the opposite seems to be 
true of the Chevalier Bonhomme Rich- 
ard. Three times that shapely head has 
been badly hurt, and every time he has had 
to go to the doctor and have his wounds 
sewed up. The second time was when 
he fell out of the second story of a tree, 
and when his friend, the Rev.-Wade C. 
Smith, author of the Little Jetts, heard 
about it he wrote a piece of poetry about 
it, and illustrated it with Jetts pictures. 

The third accident was like this: He 
was attempting a back-dive from the 
diving-board in the Ardmore Y. M. C. A. 
swimming pool, but failed to clear the 
board, and in his backward somersault 
struck the back of his head upon the 
edge of the board. “Skinny” Evans 
heard the thud, and though he was at 
the far end of the pool he went swim- 
ming across and dived down to the res- 
cue in case the Chevalier Richard had 
been stunned into unconsciousness, 
“Skinny” is the finest swimmer in the 
pool. He flashes across the water with 
the ease of those waterbugs which one 
sometimes sees on the surface of a pool 
—he just seems to glide over the top 
of the water as if he had been shot out 
of a catapult. 

The Chevalier Richard insists, however, 
that although he felt himself about to 
go into a faint as he went down, the 
water seemed to revive him, and while 
he expresses gratitude to “Skinny” he 
feels conscientiously bound to maintain 
that he rescued himself.. However that 
may be, when the swimmers escorted him 
out of the pool. and formed a curious 
circle about him to examine his wounds, 
‘from which a stream of red was trick- 
ling down his back, he had presence of 
mind enough to dispatch one of the boys 
to Mr. Bobo, the physical director up- 
stairs in the gym, who said at ofice that 
it would require a doctor to take some 
stitches in the wound, and who, after 
eg oy | it up according to instructions 
as to first aid to the wounded, sent the 
Chevalier home in the escort of Mr. Mc- 
Henry, the Scout-master. 

The only time the little knight flinched 
was when the doctor washed out the 
wound with a brush dipped in some anti- 
septic solution containing alcohol, be- 
fore he used his semicircular needle, 
with a silken thread, and which he thrust 
through not with his fingers direct, but 
with a pair of tweezers, so cautious was 
he to prevent any possible infection. It 
was then that tears sprang into the eyes 
of the little knight and he let an “ouch” 
escape from his clenched teeth. 

Dr. Town gave a patriotic twist to 
the bandage with which he bound up the 
youngster’s head, so that it reminded 
Sir Henry Longlash, his brother, of the 
familiar picture, “The Spirit of Seventy- 
six,” in which one of the paraders has his 
head tied up with a white kerchief.

plan for his fife for which it had evi- 
dently been spared. He was able to go 
to school the next day, for he didn’t 
want to miss another day, as he had just 
lost sixteen days during a siege of the 
mumps. When he came home that eve- 
ning, his father remarked that he must 
have had a rather difficult time explain- 
ing to all the folks at school about the 
accident.
